As a Muslim who lives in a Western country, I have come to realise that the 
greatest harassment comes from a Christian sect that numbers a mere 6-7 
million; the Jehovah's Witnesses. The Muslims come across them so often for the 
very factor that they come knocking on their doors. The group was born in the 
U.S.A. (Like almost every other cult you might come across) and every weekend 
they come armed with their contrived New World Translation Bible and their 
Awake, Watchtower magazines; they'll come pounding on your doors. Yes, the 
lady and the gentleman who come dressed in business suits. No their not trying 
to sell you products, but "simply" to destroy your Eeman in exchange for their 
humorous "The world is coming to an end" cult. 

Many Muslims are aware of their failed past prophecies; but it's usually your word 
against theirs. The purpose of this document is to expose these cultist using their 
own tools. The following are scanned Photostats of the past magazines of Awake 
and the Watchtower. Articles that these cultists dread if any one was to come 
across; yet over the past decades they have been handing them out door to door, 
country to country. 

The Jehovah's Witnesses view the Islamic faith as satanic, they have written anti- 
Islamic materials and even travel to Muslim countries to try and witness (their 
euphemism for convert) to our brethren. Muslims have to understand that 
Christianity is not a monolithic rock, it comprises of innumerable sects that differ 
on almost every theological aspect of the Christian faith, and to defend 
yourselves against it you have to understand the nature of these offsprings. It is 
pointless arguing with a Jehovah's Witness that the Bible says this and says that, 
trying to bring up contradictions, the humanity of Jesus (incidentally, they don't 
believe Jesus is God, but still acknowledge his divine sonship), etc. 

Their faith seems to belong in a man made organisation, the Watchtower in New 
York. They'll vehemently deny this; but ask them where all their magazines, 
Bibles, commentaries, religious books and guides are printed. There are many 
former Jehovah's Witnesses that have entered the fold of Islam (ironically, it 
starts from them having visited a Muslim home in order to witness). Although 
many are trained not to listen, you as a believer can only do your best, and leave 
the rest to Allaah (subhaanahu wa ta'aala). This page is meant mainly as a 
defense for Muslims, and not necessarily Da'wah to them. 

I recommend for Muslims who regularly come into contact with Jehovah's 
Witnesses, to print out the following scanned Photostat articles below. Trust me, 
once you've shown them this. They'll give you a pathetic defense and stand their 
pretending their shocked, and most of them will never come to your houses 
again. It's difficult for someone to swallow their own past failures that now go 
against their dogma. 

Step 1 . The book of Deuteronomy 18:20-22 sets a standard on how to judge if a 
Prophet is from God: 

"And if thou say in thine heart, How shall we know the word which the LORD hath 
not spoken? When a prophet speaketh in the name of the LORD, if the thing 
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follow not, nor come to pass, that is the thing which the LORD hath not spoken, 
but the prophet hath spoken it presumptuously: thou shalt not be afraid of him." 

Well, it's simple. This is a criteria that Muslims can also agree to, if a Prophet is 
from God, any Prophecy he makes should eventuate as claimed. This would be 
the sole ultimate proof of the Prophet's genuineness. If the prophecies don't 
come to pass, then the so-called Prophet is a false Prophet. And hence he is not 
being guided by God at all and we shall not be afraid (respect) of them, let alone 
of what they teach. As you'll see, the Jehovah's Witnesses headquarters (the 
Watchtower in Brooklyn, New York) claims to be a body of Prophets as those sent 
to the peoples of the Biblical era. 

Step 2. Who Guides The Watchtower Society? 

Just in case they tell you they've always relied on human wisdom (or lack of it). 
You must show them that the Watchtower claims to be a Prophet of Jehovah 
(God). If they don't acknowledge it, then it is really pointless exposing to them 
the failed prophecy articles coming up. But they usually will confirm that the 
Watchtower organisation is indeed "inspired and guided" by God almighty.

Yes, the time must come shortly that 
the nations will have to know that really 
a "prophet” of Jehovah was among (hem. 
Actually now more than a million and a 
half persons are helping That collective or 
composite "prophet" in his preaching work 
and well over that number of others are 
studying the Bible with the “prophet" 
group and its companions.

Even today we hear complaints from 
Christendom's churches about dwindling 
church attendance and see many young 
men abandoning the priesthood and the 
ministerial profession. Yet at the same 
time we see spiritual prosperity and con- 
tentment among those proclaiming Jeho- 
vah's Messianic kingdom.

Jehovah’s prophecies are In bis Word, the 
Bible, available to all persons, All have op- 
portunity, if they desire, Lo take heed and 
sincerely seek understanding of them. 
Those who do not read can hear, for God 
has on earth today a prophetlike organiza- 
tion, just as he did in the days of the early 
Christian congregation. (Acts 16:4, 5) He 
designates these Christians as his "faithful 
and discreet slave."

He had ample op- 
portunity to know the history of the na- 
tion and the prophec ies that Jehovah had 
caused to be fulfilled towaid his fore- 
fathers. God had prophesied concerning 
any king on the throne of David: ,r Whcn 
he does wrong, I will also reprove him 
with the rod of men and with the strokes 
of ihe sons of Adam." Directly contrary to 
God’s word and prophecy, Manasseh turned 
to Babylonish religion, such as astrology, 
magic, omens, sorcery, divinations and

pleasures rather than lovers of God, hav- 
ing a form of godly devotion but proving 
false to its power/ 1 Have you not seen 
these very conditions? Xs it not true that 
they are in evidence among those pro- 
fessing to serve God, that is, members of 
Christendom’s churches? 

The fact that the "last days" will ter- 
minate in the complete destruction of 
everyone and everything standing in op- 
position to God's kingdom Elves reason 
for serious thought. A person should ask 
himself, Am I in a fit position to be pre- 
served as one of the loyal supporters of 
God’s kingdom? 

For example, have you informed your- 
self as to God's moral standards, which 
are set out In the Bible, and are you living 
in harmony with them? (1 Cor. 6:9-111 
Also, are you making the best of your 
opportunities? Are you doing your best 
in keeping your home neat and dean? Are 
you an industrious worker, striving to do 
what you can do to the extent of your

In striking contrast to the position tak- 
en by the popes Is that taken by the Chris- 
tian witnesses of Jehovah. They readily 
admit to having made mistakes as to doc- 
trine and worship. Thus for a time, in 
common with Christendom, they celebrat- 
ed Christmas until they learned of its pa- 
gan origin. Then again, because Romans 
13: 1 had been construed to mean that the 
governments of the world must be given 
ungual! fied obedience, the W itnesscs inlei * 
preted the 'higher powers' or "superior 
authorities” there mentioned as applying 
to Jehovah God and .Jesus Christ- How- 
ever, a closer examination of the context 
revealed that Romans 13 : 1 does indeed 
refer to the political governments of this 
world. But by comparing this scripture 
with others, such as Acts 5:29, which 
slates, "Wo must obey God as ruler rather 
than men," it was seen that the "subjec- 
tion" mentioned at Romans 13:1 must be 
a relative, subjection, not an unqualified 
one. That is, Christians are to be in sub- 
jection to the governments of this world 
so long as these do not ask Christians to 
go contrary to God's laws. When such gov- 
ernments do, then the Christian must obey 
the higher law. — Acts 4:19, 20,

stamp them as fal se prophets? Not ^ all* 
f afTaJsFhinDh ets do n pt^dmlt to making 
mistakes. In fact* the book of Acts gives 
more than one example of early Christians 
being mistaken as to their beliefs and 
needing to be set straight, but they arc 
spoken of with approval in God a Word. 
AD of this is in keeping with the Bible 
principle that “the path of the righteous 
ones is like the bright light that is getting 
lighter and lighter until the day is firmly 
established.”— Prov, 4:18. 

In view of such examples, why should 
it be so difficult for individuals to admit 
to making mistakes? No human knows 
eve rything; w e all keep learning. Time and 
again, due to insufficie nt kno wledge, _wg 
make mistak es. Or. then again, we iriay 
make mistakes due to our emotions get- 
ting the better of us; we may have let some 
prejudice or wounded vanity cause us to 
respond without first using our thinking 
ability to evaluate the consequences of our 
words or actions. — Prov. 5:1. 2. 

Being willing to admit a mistake is the 
right course, for it leaves one with a dear 
conscience. It keeps us from being on the 
defensive or attempting to justify our uiis- 
Inkes by saying, "Nobody is perfect," 
Being big enough to admit a mistake is 
also the wise course. Even as noted with 
the children who complained about their 
Dad's not admitting a mistake, by our ad- 
mitting we made a mistake we make for 
better relations with others, be they our 
fellows, our superiors, or inferiors — that 
is, organizationally speaking. And by ad- 
mitting the mistake it will impress It so 
on our own mind that w c wil]_be less likely 
to repeat that mistake, if for no other 
reason - than because of the humiliation 
that was involved. 

So be big. Be big enough to admit a 
mistake. Be willing to say, “Yes, (hats 
right. I did make a mistake and Fm sorry,” 
Then try very hard not to repeat It.

The passage, "He that is without sin 
among you. let him first cast a stone at 
her" is not found in several of the older 
manuscripts of the fiibfe.

It is given as a foot 
note, which shows that (he Sinaitie manu 
script, the Vatican MS.
